Demonstration Is Practical Appli- 


cation to Preserve Human

SPRINGFIELD. 111. (By, Mail).— 


Surgery ty radio, altho previously 
Jemonstrated in several cities of the 
United States, was shown for the 
'irst time to Illinois physicians and. 
doctors af a recent meeting of the 
Illinois State Medical society held 
here. 


The demonstration of the radio 


knife created a sensation. It inno- 
vates a new kind of bloodless surg- 
f ry and is designed primarily for the 
removal of cancer and other malig- 
nant growths. Its features are that 
there is no loss of blood and that 
slight coagulation of the tissues and 
capillaries, which attends its use. 
prevents the spread of contagion, 
which is not true of the surgical 
knife. There is no "stuffing" after- 
wards as in the ordinary surgical op- 
eration. 


The radio knife has been in use 


during the iast several months and 
:s now \\\ use at the Rockefeller 
foundation and the VanderbiU clinic.

In - the amended decree it was 


stipulated the father was to have -the 
right and opportunity to visit-Jane 
and enjoy her society at all "reason- 
able times. 


'This shall include . the right, to 


have said minor child with him 
whenever he may elect for reason- 
able periods of time," the ;decfee 
stipulates. 


The question of alimony for the 


support of'the child is expressly re- 
served in the decree. for' Miss Got* 
don's'"future determination." - 


"I have taken this action," said 


Mr. Trix, "merely as a formality, 
that there will in no way be any 
question of the rights of my wife to 
thecare and custody of our child at 
all times. She has always had the 
custody and thecare of our daughter 
and she has lived up to her resp'on-: 
sibilities as a mother, in every way. 


"You see, this divorce of ours was 


a thing of complete friendliness and 
good will. Jeanne Gordon has a 
God-given 
genius 
and 
she has 


worked hard and faithfully Jo de- 
velop it. I could not ask her to 
?ive up her career and stay in De- 
troit to keep house for me. I would 
not 
do such a thing. Both of us 


talked it all over and at no time 
were we in disagreement. The thing 
was inevtibale and we both took it 
philosophically. 


"No mother ever had any deeper 


interest and affection for her child 
than has Mrs. Trix for Jane and we 
never had any thought of ier not 
having the care and rearing of our 
daughter. But when tbe decree was 
handed down, Jane, merely as a mat- 
ter of form, was given to me in legal 
custody, as the father. 


"That legal formality has in som» 


circles created the impression that 
Jeanne Gordon was not to have her 
daughter with h<r.

DETROIT, June 7.—Tbe custom, 


generally in force7 in Europe, of pub- 
lishing bans or legal notice of mar- 
riage intentions several days before 
the ceremony was urged as a safe- 
guard against elopement and other 
hasty and ill-considered marriages, 
by Fred R. Johnson, chief probation 
officer of the recorder's court in an 
address 
before v the second annual 


Wayne county Conference on social 
work at the Twentieth century club. 


Mr. Johnson also advocated the re- 


peal of the Michigan eugenic mar- 
riage laws unless they can be made 
enforcible and the non-recognition of 
common law marriages because of 
the growing tendency "to confound 
common law marriages with im- 
morality." 


Comomn law marriages, notice of 


intention to marry ,and the eugenic 
marriage laws were considered by 
the speaker in their bearing on the 
problem of divorce. The publication 
of notice, he said, inasmuch as it 
would tend to prevent hasty mar- 
riages, would reduce divorce, which 
frequently ensue in such cases. 


"If proper 
-and well-considered 


marriages 
could be insured under 


the state laws, much of the problem, 
of divorce would be eliminated," Mr. 
Johnson "asserted. "If the eugenic 
laws of this state are good, there 
should be some means of enforicng 
them. 
Otherwise they should be 


wiped from the statute books as a 
dead issue. As they stand, they 
mean, nothing now. 


"As to common law marriages they 


were recognized principally to Insure 
the legitimacy of children. The'com- 
mon law presupposes ..there are .no 
impediments in the way of "the mar- 
riage, and that the parties take each 
other forever; 
Michigan has in- 


herited 
these laws from England, 


which 
abolished the common law 


marriage 150 years ago. 


"However good the common law 


marriage may be, it is -greatly mis- 
understood by the man in .the street. 
Too often it has .been "Beamed by 
social workers, that there is ' _a 
tendency to confound common law- 
law marriage with immorality." 


Mr. Johnson drew attention to the 


custom in England, Sweden and 
France of publishing bans for per- 
iods ranging from a few days to sev- 
eral • weeks before an impending 
marriage. Some of the states, he 
said, .require five days notice of in- 
tention to marry before the cere- 
mony can be performed. 


"Such notice," he said, "would per- 


mit the investigation of any legal 
impediments 
that might 
exist 


against the marriage." 


Mr. Johnson pointed to the fact 


that in 1923 there were 21,000-mar- 
riage licenses issued 
in Wayne 


county, and 7,000 petitions for di- 
vorce were 
filed. 
Of these, 4,000 


petitions, he said, were granted. 


"On the face of it," he said, "it 


would seem 
encouraging that the 


7,000 hart been reduced to 4,000. But 
what of the 3,000 Ceases in r-hich a 
divorce was not granted. It can be 
assumed that in virtually all these 
cases the home was broken up and j 
unhappinses ensued. This situation 
is lamentable chiefly in its reflection 
in juvenile delinquency."

Suppose you discover a fire in the room open- 


ing out of yours—have \ou put the fire out by shut- 
ting the door so you can't see it? 


Persons who are sane, sensible and even remark- 


ably intelligent, show annojing lack of sense in 
dealing with headaches. They appear to give no 
thought to the essential causes. 
Making no effort 


whatever to remove the primary trouble, they resort to drugs, co-\cr- 
ing up the symptoms which are nothing less than Nature's warning 
that 
something 
fundamental 
is-f— 
• 


wrong. 


I cannot tell you today about all 


the forms and causes of headaches 
H I did it would fill this entire news- 
paper. But let us consider a few. 


You may hav e awakened this morn- 


ing with a dull ache in the back of 
your head or neck and possibly with 
soreness in the eyeballs. What is 
wrong? 


It all depends on what you did last 
night. 
If you were out till after 
midnight, breathing- bad air and tak- 
ing unneeded refreshments, we don't 
need to discuss the matter. You 
know as well as I do what is wrong. 
But perhaps you retired early and 
read in bed for a couple of hours. 
If this is the case it is easy to de- 
cide why you ha.ve headache. It 
comes from eyestrain. 
This-does not determine that you 


need glasses. 
Your eyes may be 
normal in sight and function, but the 
light you used last night may have 
been insufficient or wrongly placed. 
Unless the page of your book is 
properly illuminated reading- will re- 
quire an effort and the strain on 
your eyes may cause -headache. 
Many night-lamps 'are too bright 
and too illuminating. 
The over- 
brightness irritates the retina of the 
eye, producing congestion and some- 
times headache. 
Tilting the neck may compress 
the large blood-vessels, interfering 
with the circulation of the brain 
Reading; in this cramped position 
may result in headache the next 
morning. 


More likely, however, the head 
ache, if it acmes from eyestrain, is 
due to the need of glasses, or of a 
change in lenses, if you already have 
glasses. 


Another time I will tell you about 
other causes for headaches. I must 
not stop -without saying this much, 
however—most headaches are due to 
the absorption of poisons. 
, 
These poisons may be products 


Of the body from constipation, fer- 
mentation or indigestion. They may 
come from, imperfect kidney or liver 
action. They may be due to' exces- 
sive use of coffee, _tea or tobacco. 
Or absorption of p'us from teeth, 
tonsils, nasal sinuses, a running: .ear 
or -hidden abscess, may be the ei- 
citing cause. 


Be warned by the headache and 
find its cause.

The verdict returned by a coron- 


er's jury called for an inquest held 
at Splain & Schnell's chapel Satur- 
day morning on the death of Henry 
Bernhardt, who died 
following in- 


juries received June 3, near Fourth 
and K streets, read as follows: 


"That Henry Bernhardt came to 


his death thru accident, 
by being 


struck by a railroad locomotive on 
or about June 3, 1924, at or near 
Fourth and K streets. Lincoln, Lan- 
caster county, Nebraska." 


Engineer Charles Jappert, who 


was in charge of the engine which 
struck him said that he did not see 
the man struck. He was taking anc 
engine from the round house to the 
passenger yards and 
was moving 


about ten miles an hour when his 
fireman called to "hold her." He 
stopped. They wept back and found 
Bernhardt lying on the ground with 
his face cut and moaning. He had 
been struck by the pilot beam of the 
engine. 


Bernhardt was a section man in 


the employ of the Burlington. 


H. S. Morse, fireman on the en- 


gine, said he saw Bernhardt and that 
Bernhardt looked up and noted the 
engine coming. He thought 
Bern- 


hardt leaned forward as the engine" 
approached and probably misjudged 
the position of the engine and the 
speed with which it was approach- 
ing. As he leaned forward Morse 
told the engineer, to stop. 


Members of a ,swltcb crew 
saw 


that an accident had happened and 
they and the towerman came down. 
Mr. Morse notified the 
railroad 


authorities, called a physician and 
those at the scene did what they 
could for the injured man. Later he 
was taken to the hospital, where he 
died. 


Other witnesses called were: W. 


F. Lafollprlt, tower man at Fourth 
and K street; H. K. Bower, switch 
lamp tender; Dr. C. L. Fahnestock, 
who called to attend Bernhardt, and 
W. F. Splain. 


None of the last witnesses called 


had seen the accident. Lafolledt 
stated that he noticed 
Bernhardt 


from his tower but a few moments 
befoie he was struck. At this time, 
Lafolledt stated, that Bernhardt was 
standing along the track watching a 
passing train. He did not see him 
again until after the accident. 


Bower claimed that he was stand- 


Ing about 400 feet west 
of Bern- 


hardCs position and noticed him be- 
fore a coal train passed 
between 


them. WTiile the train was passing, 
only Bernhardt's feet 
and shovel 


were visible to him. Bower said. The 
track man was cutting weeds close 
to the moving train. 


Bower did not notice Bernhardt 


again until after he had been struck 
and was lying on the ground.

Ing. According to F-Of^r •RomliarHI 
said he did not. ijernhardt was 
hardly able to talk because of the 
injuries to his face.

—often wrongly called hunger. A 
glass of water will relieve this to 
some extent. Get In the habit of 
drinking water, or a cup of .bouillon, 
•when you have this sensation—but 
don't let any food accompany your 
beverage.

fattening 
are bread, butter, 


nuts, candy, sugar, rich cake and pie 
—all things we like. It will not be 
much of a hardship, tho, to 
make 


substitutions, if you really have a 
will to reduce. • 


Eat bran bread, or bran muffins, 


instead of white bread, and b« Tery 
sparing of the butter. A thought 
which may give you encouragement 
is the smaller butter bill at the end 
of the month. Eat 
dried fruits— 


dates, prunes, or figs—instead of 
candy. Learn 
to like tea, coffee, 


and cereals without sugar. Choose 
sponge and angel cakes instead ot 
butter1 cakes. 


Prepared cereals are 
excellent 


"fillers." Eaten dry,-they necessi- 
tate chewing and a smaller quantity 
will produce a feeling of satisfaction 
thin when they are combined with 
milk. 


Choose green vegetables rather 


than the more starchy ones such as 
potatoes, beets, corn and carrots. 
Eat fresh fruits for desert Instead 
of pastry and 
puddings.

until 
Downey 
Stubbs 


brought a tarpaulin and "wrapped him 
in it. By that time his clothing was 
all burned away and most of the sur- 
face of his body had been burned. 
Firemen from No. 3 station answered 
the call of Foreman John Cloer and 
gave first aid until the arrival of Cas- 
tle, Roper & Matthews 'ambulance. 
The injured man was taken to St. 
Elizabeth's hospital, where he died 
fourteen hours later.

N and. is the son of Urs. Anna 


McDougal, 717 Maxfield, Bethany. 
The mother was informed shortly af- 
ter he was received at the hospital. 


Downey Stubbs, painter, said he

when he noticed 


spilled gasoline burning around the 
torch, and the men throwing dirt 
upon it. 
He became apprehensive 


and made his exit just in the nick of 
time. 


Mrs. Margaret Huddle, sister of 


Mr. McDougal, died from similar in- 
juries sustained at the state hospital 
in 1915. She was heating and mixing 
turpentine and lard when the mix- 
ture caught fire and her clothing 
caught, burning her fatally. She lived 
for several days after the accident. 
She was the eldest and Mr. McDou- 
gal the youngest of the family.

become a primitive race, without the

of our primitive 


forebearers. 
' Scientists flock to support the 
gloom prophet, the speaker declared, 
and some of the details are most 
convincing. The biologists acclaim 
the prophecy, because of the biolog- 
ical tendencies of the race. The 
best 
families 
have 
the 
smallest 


families and the baser flesh is fast 
becoming the greater power. 


Psychologists 
support the pro- 


phecy and state that the individual 
mind, the mind of the genuis and 
the leader has given way to the 
crowd mind, and that the pioneer in 
thought is an individual of the past. 


Economists also corroborate the 


gloom prophet, he" continued, they 
claim that industry in our -civiliza- 
tion has over reached itself and that 
it is due for a collapse. Great execu- 
tives support the theory stating that 
industry has become so intricately 
divided that competent heads are 
no longer available and moralists 
chime inwlth their loud denunciation 
of the younger generation. 
Since 


the war all the experts have been 
busy producing a literature of gloom 
and despair. 


An Age of Frivolity. 


The second school as described by 


Mr. Frank is the school headed by 
H. G. Wells, who now firmly believes 
that civilization is headed for the 
dogs because of the lack of serious 
thoughtand the alleged desire of the 
people for diversion. 


Mr. F'rank expressed some doubt 


as to the truth of Mr. Wells' declara- 
tion htat from now on he too would 
seek only the pleasant and frivolous 
field? of thought. 


"I can never feel qiyte sure that 


Mr. Wells will ever abandon per- 
sonal responsibility for the future of 
the world and I doubt very much if 
this apostolic successor to Atlas will 
ever carry out his declared inten- 
tion," stated the speaker. 


The third class of prophets are 


those who believe the world to be on 
the verge of a new renaissance and 
the darkness that now enfolds us is 
not the twilight hour of a world but 
the "ddrkness of an early dawn of a 
new re-awakening. 


Mr. Franks declared that we are 


now in a transitory period of eco- 
nomic, social, spiritual and political 
development. 
This age, he stated, 


marks the close of a long period of 
destructive criticism. Ancient dog- 
mas and 
institutions 
have 
been 


placed under the microscope of sci- 
entific investigation and logical re- 
search. On the left we have a dis- 
carded pile of derbis of former be- 
liefs and on the right we have an 
equally disordered pile of raw mate- 
rials for a new era. 


The student 
and

stands between these two piles, he 
must make his choice. The cboser 
of the debris must lose himself in it. 
The choser of the raw materials of 
the new era must lend himself to 
their development and the new re- 
naissance will come.
